Dear Fellow Numismatist, 


Welcome to Atlanta, the beautiful Waverly Hotel, and our 
"Bluegrass Collection" offering! We are pleased to have been 
offered an opportunity to present this auction in conjunction with 
the 1984 Georgia Numismatic Association Convention. As the major 
hub of the South, Atlanta is the perfect place in which to hold a 
numismatic sale of this importance. 

The survival of an auction company hinges on its ability to 
obtain quality consignments and to attract bidders. Without 
either, an auction house will slowly wither away and die. We are 
particularly pleased to have obtained four major consignments for 
this sale (in addition to the many other complementary 
consignments). 

Foremost among them is, of course, the "Bluegrass Collection," 
which was formed many years ago by a collector who (even then) had 


an eye for quality and consistency. We were able to select from 
the virtually complete runs of U.S. coinage series in order to 
present the "creme-de-la-creme." The coins from this collection 
all exhibit similar luster and lovely original color, and most 
hold pedigrees dating back to the 1930's and 1940's. 

The second major consignment consisted of over eighty Choice 
Uncirculated Double Eagles. Currently in great demand, these 
coins are far superior to the so-called "commercial Uncs" (which 
seem to be the only pieces that have appeared on the market in 


response to this increased demand). 

The third major consignment consists of five bags of original 
Uncirculated Silver Dollars. We believe this to be the largest 
lot of Dollars ever sold at public auction; they have’ been 
presented in such a way’ so as to be accessible by most (if not 
all) bidders. 

Finally, we were honored by the American Numismatic Society 
when they allowed us to sell the duplicate Vermont Coppers’ from 


their fine collection. Although the dollar value of this group is 
nowhere near that of the first three consignments, the 
Significance of this important offering should not be 
underestimated. Apparently, this is the first time in its 125+ 
year history that the ANS has'- sold any of its United States coins 
at public auction! In addition, several of the pieces are of 
great rarity and historical importance to collectors of Vermont 
Coppers. 

Thank you for your participation in this sale. We pledge to

A Word (or Two) of Explanation 


Grading — We use a modified version of the Sheldon Grading system (see PENNY WHIMSY). No adjectives are applied to coins 
which grade less than Uncirculated (Mint State). No adjectives are applied to coins which grade MS-60/60, 60/63, or 63/60. “Choice” 
refers to coins which grade MS-63/63, 63/65, or 65/63 only. “Gem” refers to coins which grade MS-65/65, 65/67, or 67/65 only. 
“Superb” relates to coins which grade MS.-67/67 or better. The same designations are used when referring to Proof coins. 


K-1 through K-12 are designations for the twelve positions of the clock (i.e. K-3 represents the position at 3 o’clock). These are 
known as Kolit positions and are used widely by error collectors.

U.S. Colonial Coins 


1776 Libertas Americana Medal. A large (48 mm) 
copper version of this famous and important medal, 
created by Dupre to celebrate American Independence. 
Although not a true American Colonial piece, the obverse 
design depicting Liberty with a staff and Phrygian free- 
man’s cap is the stylistic basis for the first American 
copper coins. Extremely high relief and in Fine con- 
dition. 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Fine (12/12). ‘‘Draped Bust 
Facing Left.’’ Despite the average grade, this example 
is much nicer than usually seen in this Colonial Type. 
Connecticut coppers invariably come poorly struck on 
bad planchets with lots of problems. The present piece 
has a nice brown color and is well centered. 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
‘‘Draped Bust Facing Left.’’ Virtually as made, and 
displays a typical weak strike. Little or no wear, and 
with superb, glossy surfaces. A few planchet flaws are 
in evidence which detract only minimally from the over- 
all appearance. 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Extremely Fine (45/45). The 
‘‘Horned Bust”’ variety. Lacquered, with excellent color 
and surfaces. Connecticut coppers in high grades (such 
as this) are very difficult to locate. 


1776 Continental Dollar. Extremely Fine (40)/About 
Uncirculated (50). Newman 2-D. Purchased by the 
consignor as Mint State, and justifiably so. The surfaces 
are clean, smooth and exhibit much mint luster, partic- 
ularly on the reverse (which is most brilliant). The ob- 
verse appears to be worn, but this may be more the re- 
sult of a weak strike than of any actual circulation (we 
find it hard to believe that this particular coin circulated 
more on one side than the other!). A tiny planchet void 
is present at the outside edge of the North Carolina ring. 
One of the most historical and popular of all early Ameri- 
can coins. 


1787 Fugio Cent. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). New- 
man 13-X, Rarity 4 (between 76-200 known in this con- 


dition). A beautiful glossy red and brown example of 
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this popular issue. Probably from the famous Bank of 
New York hoard. 


The Fugio cent is an example of a proposed contract coinage for the 
United States. Unfortunately, copper supplies were scarce in America 
during the late 1700's and the contractor (James Jarvis) was unable to 
complete his obligation and was forced to flee the country. 


1723 Hibernia Farthing. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Dark chocolate brown in color and with smooth glossy 
surfaces (with the exception of two planchet defects on 
the reverse). A sharply struck example of this popular 
Colonial Type. 

Hibernia coinage was intended for delivery to ireland, but proved 


unpopular there. Many were sent to the “‘coin-hungry”’ colonies, where 
they were gladly received. 


1723 Hibernia Halfpenny. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
Excellent surfaces, a trifle weakly struck in the centers, 
but with full detail and denticulation. The color is a 
lovely original blending of brown and gold colors. Very 
attractive. 


1787 Massachusetts Half Cent. Very Fine (30/30). 
Ryder 5-A. The present example is a lovely chocolate 
brown with nice smooth surfaces. The only defects worth 
mentioning are an obverse pinscratch (13 mm long) and 
some minor planchet laminations on the reverse by 
SACH. 

Described by Roger S. Cohen, Jr. as the ‘‘First American Half Cent” 
and justifiably so. It is the first American colonial coin to bear the 
actual words ““HALF CENT,” as opposed to the ‘‘Halfpennies”’ of 
British origin. 


1787 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (30/30). Ryder 
1-D. A nice mate to the preceeding, although a little 
darker in color. Also with a few minor planchet lamina- 
tions, but otherwise the surfaces are clean and free of 
marks. An excellent Colonial Type coin. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
Maris 45-e, ““common.” The relief has little or no wear, 
but the typical weak strike forces a conservation grade. 
The color is a nice chocolate brown. The obverse surface 
is smooth, mark free and exhibits moderate clashing of 
the reverse shield (the dies appear to be in a later state 
than those of the Maris plates). The reverse exhibits 
some granularity caused by the impure copper used to 
make the planchet. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Extremely Fine (45/45). 
Maris 60-P, ‘‘scarce.’”’ Virtually “‘as made;” struck on 
a broad (31 mm) planchet. This variety exhibits soft, 
subtle relief detail. The surfaces are lightly granular 
(again, caused by the poor quality of the copper used in 
the planchets) but the overall quality of this piece is 


exceptional. 
Much nicer than the Roper coin, which recently sold for $550.00.

13. 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee Token. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). A beautiful glossy brown example with original 
fiery mint red surrounding the devices and lettering. The 
surfaces are smooth and free of marks; a minor edge de- 
fect (as made) is visible at K-7 to K-8. The edge reads 
‘WE PROMISE TO PAY THE BEARER ONE CENT”, 
this probably from pressure by the U.S. Government 
to remove the words ““ONE CENT” from the face of the 
coin (see the 1794 T.A.L. Tokens). A beautiful example 
of this popular issue and one which ties in directly with 
U.S. coinage (large quantities were sold to the US 
government and used as planchets for half cents and 
large cents). 


An Important Collection of Vermont Coppers 
Featuring Duplicates from the Collection of the 
American Numismatic Society 


We are proud to offer the following important collection of 


Vermont Coppers. Virtually all the pieces are duplicates from 
the collection of the American Numismatic Society (ANS) in 
New York City. Founded in 1858, the ANS has one of the finest 
(if not THE finest) collections of United States and Colonial 
coins outside of the Smithsonian Institute. To our knowledge, 
this is the first time that the ANS has granted the privilege 
of selling duplicates from their collection of US coins to an 
auction house, and we are justifiably proud and grateful to 
have been granted this singular honor. The opportunity pre- 
sented to the collector in this offering is immediately apparent. 
Included in the collection is an example of the popular “Baby 
Head” variety (Ryder 9), the exceedingly rare VERMON 
AUCTORI with backward C (Ryder 30), no less than seven 
plate coins from the 1947 reference work on Vermonts by 
John M. Richardson, and several pieces with important pedi- 
grees. It should be stressed that the coins presented here are 
being sold by the ANS for the express purpose of raising funds 
for future acquisitions, and not to finance operational costs or 
reduce deficits. Collectors and benefactors can be assured that 
the first-line collection is intact, secure and wonderfully im- 
pressive. 


Plow Type Coinage 


14. 1785 Vermont Copper. About Good (3/3). Ryder- 
Richardson 2, Bressett 1-A. Bressett estimates that 
between 175 and 200 pieces are extant. A low grade 
example on a dark planchet, with tan highlights. The 
surfaces are lightly and uniformly granular (due prob- 
ably from having been buried long ago). About half the 
legends and other obverse details are visible; all that 
remains on the reverse are the central devices. The ob- 
verse is a very late die state and shows plainly the mas- 
sive V-shaped cud that begins at the 8 of the date and 
expands upward to include parts of the plow and 


mountains. 
From the ANS collection, acquired from the estate of Alexandre 
Orlowski. 


15. 1785 Vermont Copper. Very Good (7/7). A second 
Ryder-Richardson 2. An intermediate die state struck 
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on a thin, brassy colored planchet. The die break is 
visible running from the right side of the 8 of the date 
upwards through the plow and towards the mountains. 
Slightly off center, with the tops of VERMONTS off 
the coin; PUBLICA is weak. On the reverse, the tops of 
DECIMA are off the coin and STELLA is weak. Other- 
wise, the central devices are struck up well and the 


few planchet defects are minor. 

From the ANS collection, previously held in the George H. Clapp 
collection and sold in the Barney Bluestone sale of December 3, 1942 
(Lot 568), where it was acquired by the ANS for $3.20! 


1785 Vermont Copper. Very Good (7/7). A third Ryder- 
Richardson 2. Very Good for the coin, but the date and 
VERMON are weak on the obverse, and DECIMA is 
weak on the reverse. Both sides exhibit some minor 
planchet flaws (as made) in the weak areas. Otherwise, 
the coin is a nice brown color and has no other major 
defects. 


From the ANS collection, acquired from the Orlowski estate. 


1785 Vermont Copper. Very Good (8/8). A fourth 
Ryder-Richardson 2. Very well centered, and with ex- 
cellent detail, save for the date (which is visible, but a 
trifle weak). The planchet is a glossy dark brown, with 


no defects worthy of mention. A very attractive example. 
From the ANS collection, acquired from the Orlowski estate. 


1785 Vermont Copper. Fine (12/12). A fifth Ryder- 
Richardson 2. Better strike-wise than the last, but dark 
and lightly granular. Reasonably well centered; 
PUBLICA on the obverse and STELLA on the reverse 
are partly off the coin. No planchet defects worth 


noting. 
From the ANS collection, acquired from the Orlowski estate. 
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1785 Vermont Copper. Fine (15/15). Ryder-Richard- 
son 4, Bressett 3-C. Bressett estimates that only 80 to 
100 pieces are extant; most are in low states of preser- 
vation. The example presented here is struck on a cur- 
iously wavy, bowed planchet, due to some degree to 
the striking characteristics of this variety, and due partly 
to damage received in circulation. Struck on a broad, 
thin planchet which shows virtually full denticulation 
about both sides! A few planchet flaws are in evidence 
on either side, but otherwise this is a nice chocolate 


brown example of this scarce variety. . 
From the ANS collection, acquired from an unknown source in 
July 1954 for $15.00! 
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1786 Vermont Copper. Fine (12/12). Ryder-Richard- 
son 6, Bressett 4-D. Bressett estimates that between 
175-200 pieces are extant. Intermediate die state, with 
the die breaks below QUARTA on the reverse, and with- 
out the die break in the middle of the date. The obverse 
is struck off-center towards the K-6 position which im- 
mediately eliminates the date and the tops of VER and 
LICA. The right obverse exhibits some green discolora- 
tion which does not appear to affect the surfaces to 
any great degree; otherwise the color is a nice chocolate 
brown. A minor clip is evident at K-9 and an insignifi- 
cant rim defect is visible at K-2. The reverse is well 


centered and exhibits a typical weak strike. 
From the ANS collection, previously acquired from the Orlowski 
estate. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Fine (15/15). A second Ryder- 
Richardson 6. Early state of the dies, with little trace 
of the die breaks beneath QUARTA. Actually nicer than 
Fine (probably closer to Extremely Fine), but with 
traces of corrosion throughout the fields and devices. 
The rims appear to have been eroded at some point, but 
the corrosion is no longer active. Very well centered on 
either side; the obverse exhibits a small clip between 
K-2 and K-3. The color ranges from a dark brown, with 
lighter high points, to a brick red central portion of 


the reverse. 
From the ANS collection, acquisition information unknown. 
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1786 Vermont Copper. Very Fine (30/30). A third 
Ryder-Richardson 6. Both sides are struck slightly 
off-center, although in opposite directions! The tops of 
the date are visible; PUBLICA is weak. The tops of 
QUARTA are off the planchet. A lovely brown piece 
with no defects whatsoever. Crowding the Condition 
Census, as Bressett’s listing of the top six specimens 


extrapolates out to an average grade of 30! 
From the ANS collection, acquisition information unknown. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Very Fine (35/35). A fourth 
Ryder-Richardson 6. Better centered and struck than 
the last, but on a darker planchet. As with the previous 
two exmples, this is an intermediate die state. No de- 


fects in the planchet or surfaces. 
From the ANS collection, acquired from Isaak Greenwood on August 
10, 911. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Very Good (8/8). Ryder-Rich- 
ardson 7, Bressett 5-E. Bressett estimates that between 
150 and 175 pieces are extant. Well centered, with all 
legends and date fully on the planchet. The obverse 
exhibits three planchet defects, two in the area of ERMO 
of VERMONTENSIUM and another above the plow; 
the reverse has one defect in the area of K-7. The 
planchet is a dark chocolate brown with lighter high 
points, and free from any defects caused by circulation. 


Very attractive. 
From the ANS collection, acquired from the Orlowski estate. 


1786 Vermont Copper, Very Good (8/8). A second 
Ryder-Richardson 7. Excellent centering. The planchet 
is dark and lightly granular. The central devices are

weak on the obverse, due almost entirely to the late 
state of the dies, which sink in this area. The resulting 
swelled area on the coin, and the heavy die break in 
the U of PUBLICA are readily apparent. This damage 
to the die caused it to be discarded and replaced with 
that used for the Ryder-Richardson 8 variety, which 
shares the reverse, sometimes in a later state (as we shall 


see). No other defects worth mentioning. 
From the ANS collection, acquisition information unknown. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Very Good (10/10). A third 
Ryder-Richardson 7. Details of a Fine (or better) coin, 
but copper plated at some time in the past. The plating 
has begun to wear off the coin, revealing chocolate brown 
surfaces underneath. Well centered, with all of the leg- 
ends and the date on the planchet. The recutting of the 
U in PUBLICA is plain; this recutting is apparently in- 
volved in some degree to the die break and die sinking 
that ultimately appears on this obverse (see the second 
Ryder-Richardson 7 above).

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1786 Vermont Copper. Fine (15/15). A fourth Ryder- 
Richardson 7; this being the RICHARDSON PLATE

article because he either did not have an example of 
this variety, or this specimen was the best he could 
find (the latter is probably the correct presumption). As 
well centered as Vermonts come. Fully struck for the 
variety, with details of a Very Fine coin, but with 
characteristic weakness to the upper left of the plow, 
and some light planchet granularity (predominantly on 
the reverse. Dark brown and tan, with no planchet 
defects.

1786 Vermont Copper. Very Good (7/7). Ryder-Rich- 
ardson 8, Bressett 6-E. Bressett estimates that between 
80 and 90 pieces are extant. Slightly off-center towards 
K-12; the tops of TENSIUM and RES are off the plan- 
chet on the obverse, and on the reverse, the tops of 
DECIMA are off the planchet. The color is a glossy dark 
brown and the surfaces exhibit only minimal amounts of 
granularity (mostly about the periphery). The reverse 
has one small planchet defect (as made) at K-3. A small 
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straight edge clip is present at K-9 on the obverse and 
the corresponding part of the reverse. Late state of the 
reverse die, with a die break plainly visible at the T of 
STELLA, extending into the central devices. A nice 
example of this scarcer variety.

1786 Vermont Copper. Fine (12/12). Ryder-Richard- 
son 9, Bressett 7-F. Bressett estimates that between 80 
and 100 pieces are extant. Very well centered, with all 
of the legends and the date fully on the planchet. 
Despite the dark olive color, the planchet is exceptionally 
clean for this variety; the only defect worthy of mention 
is a minor planchet flaw on the reverse rim at K-4. Com- 
pare with the Richardson plate coin (which is nicely 
detailed, but clipped and defective on the reverse) and 
the specimen in Bowers & Merena’s Rare Coin Review 
No. 51 (again, more detailed, but not as nicely centered 
and with several planchet defects; priced in their April/ 
May 1984 Review at $2995.00). A very pleasing example 


of this scarce and popular variety.

1786 Vermont Copper. Good (4/4). Ryder-Richardson 
10, Bressett 8-G. Bressett estimates that between 60 
and 70 pieces are extant. The Ryder attribution in white 
ink is present before the face. The surfaces are a nice 
brown color, but are uniformly defective and pock- 
marked throughout. Nicely centered and an expected 


condition for this scarcer variety. 
From the ANS collection, acquisition information unknown. 


1787 Vermont Copper. Good (6/6). Ryder-Richardson 
13, Bressett 17-V. The popular ‘“‘BRITANNIA re- 
verse’’ variety. Bressett estimates that between 600 and 
800 pieces are extant. Details suggestive of a higher 
grade, but the obverse is marred by a major void in the 
planchet which was caused by a planchet lamination. 
The upper left portion of the obverse is missing from 
K-9 to K-12, and the planchet is split further from K-12 
to K-3 (visible on the edge of the coin)! The color is an 


even brown and there are no other defects worthy of 
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mention. A rim cud is visible at the point of the bust, 


indicating an early to intermediate state of the dies. 
From the ANS collection, acquired through an exchange in March 
of 1935. 


1787 Vermont Copper. Fine (15/15). A second Ryder- 
Richardson 13. The details of this coin suggest a grade 
of Very Fine or better, but the planchet is marred by a 
significant crack that runs on the obverse from K-8 to 
the right and upwards into the hair along the bottom 
part of the wreath; this crack is also visible on the 
reverse running from K-11 downward to the right and 
into Brittania’s leg. Several other minor defects are 
visible on either side. Otherwise, the color is a pleasing 
chocolate brown and the centering is above average.

Ryder-Rich- 
ardson 14, Bressett 10-K. Bressett estimates that be- 
tween 175 and 200 pieces are extant. The present coin 
is a pleasing two-tone example with dark surfaces and 
lighter highlights. The surfaces are lightly and uniformly 
granular; the centering is excellent.

1787 Vermont Copper. Fine (12/12). A second Ryder- 
Richardson 14, this being the RICHARDSON PLATE 
COIN. Similar in appearance to the previous lot, but 
better struck and with nicer surfaces. A Ryder attribu- 
tion is present in white ink before the face on the obverse. 
Nicely centered.

An extra N appears at the end of VERMON, there are 
two outlines of the obverse and reverse central devices, 
and AUCTORI is plainly doubled, as are the rest of 
the legends.

1788 Vermont Copper. Very Good (8/8). A third Ryder-

1788 Vermont Copper. About Good (3/3). Ryder- 
Richardson 30, Bressett 23-S. Bressett estimates that 
only 13 to 15 pieces are extant! Struck slightly off of 
center so that only the bases of AUCTORI are visible; the 
obverse die is immediately attributable by the crudely 
placed lettering in VERMON and the backward base 
of the C in AUCTORI. Dark and lightly granular, with 
tan high points. Holed twice in the centers at some time 
in its life, both holes being crudely plugged. Despite 
its mutilated status, this is still an incredibly rare 
variety and this example, unlike some others, does have 
some of AUCTORI on the planchet (which allows for 
positive identification). 

From the ANS collection, acquired from the Cantield collection, pre- 
sented to the ANS by the New Jersey Historical Society in 1931. 


1773 Virginia Halfpenny. Uncirculated (60/60). The 
variety with the period after GEORGIUS and seven 
strings in the reverse harp. A lovely red and brown ex- 
ample with subdued mint red about the devices and 
legends, and throughout the fields. 

The Virginia Halfpennies were authorized by the British Crown in 
1773 and were struck (most likely) in England. Few (if any) circulated 
in the Colonies, and a hoard of red uncirculated specimens accounts for 
the high quality of the surviving pieces. Heavily circulated examples 
are probably rarer than their Mint State counterparts! 


Undated Washington ‘‘Success’’ Token. Choice Un- 
circulated (63/63). Baker 267 in brass, with plain 
edge. A truly exceptional example of this rare issue, ex- 
hibiting full luster. The only negatives concerning this 
piece are an obverse planchet lamination running from 
K-10 to K-7 and several obverse and reverse stains. Un- 
priced in Scott’s ENCYCLOPEDIA and the GUIDE- 
BOOK in Mint State, indicating the great rarity of 
pieces in this condition. 


1783 Washington ‘‘Unity’’ Cent. Very Fine (35/35). 
Baker 1. None of the planchet striations (as usually 
seen on this issue) are present. Deliberately weakly 
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struck at the periphery. The color is a nice chocolate 
brown. 

This piece is popular as the first of the 600+ varieties listed by Baker. 
Although dated 1783, this piece was probably struck in 1820 in England 
(see G. J. Fuld, “Origin of Washington 1783 Cents,” THE NUMIS- 
MATIST, November 1964), 


1783 Washington ‘‘Unity’’ Cent. Extremely Fine 
(40/40). A second Baker 1. Actually nicer, but the exact 
grade is hard to determine because of the strike. The 
hair and wreath detail is weak and the legends fade as 
they get close to the border. The coin is overlaid with 
a very appealing uneven multihued color. 


U.S. Half Cents 
Draped Bust Half Cents 


1802 Good (6/6). Cohen 2, Rarity 3. An atypical ex- 
ample of the grade in that it is not horribly dark and 
porous (as are most). The obverse is a smooth, glossy 
brown and exhibits only a few marks received from 
circulation. The reverse has a small area of reddish 
granularity on the upper left and a few minor scratches 
throughout the design. The significant fact about this 
coin, however, is the presence on the obverse of some 
Large Cent undertype. Three leaf pairs are readily ap- 
parent to the left of Liberty’s head; upon closer examina- 
tion even more detail is evident. Very rare as such. 

It is believed that all 1802 Half Cents were struck on cut-down, 
rolled-out Large Cents, but as Cohen notes “the Large Cent undertype 


is seldom visible which could result from the softening of the spoiled 
Large Cents prior to rolling to Half Cent thickness.” 


1803 Very Fine (20/20). Cohen 4, Rarity 3. Second best 
of the four 1803 varieties. The present example has nice 
brown color and glossy surfaces. A few marks are visible 
near Liberty’s chin and in the field to the left of the bow, 
but otherwise, this is a nice example of the variety. 


1805 About Uncirculated (55/55). Cohen 4, Rarity 2. 
The surfaces of this piece are an attractive mottled olive 
and gold color. The obverse exhibits a few contact marks, 
the most noticeable being a scratch from the field below 
the bow to the bottom curl; the reverse is virtually mark 
free. A nice representative example of the Type.

1808 Extremely Fine (45/45). Cohen 2, Rarity 3, the 
‘*8 over 7’’ variety. A true condition rarity and an ex- 
ceptional example of this scarce and popular Half Cent 
variety. The color is a beautiful, lustrous tan and brown, 
and the surfaces are immaculate. The reverse has some 
very light verdigris clinging to some of the leaves, which 
does not affect the metal and is mentioned only for the 
sake of accuracy. All the hair detail is evident and the 
experts’ opinions of the grade range from a super-strict 
EF-40/40 to a more sublime AU-63/63(?)! Decidedly, one 


of the finest known! 

The following high-grade examples of the 1808 Cohen Half Cent are 
known to us and are listed for the readers’ information: 

1. MS-60 Reported in the New Netherlands 56th Sale of June 1962 
as residing in Eric Newman’s collection. Present whereabouts unknown, 
but believed to be in a California collection. 

2. AU-55 New Netherlands 56th Sale of June 1962 (Lot 437). Olive 
brown, with three tiny rim faults. Superior denticle detail, but not as 
sharply struck in the wreath as the present example. Present where 
abouts unknown. 

3. AU-55 Midwest collection. 

4, AU-50 Lyman Low sale of November 1905 to New Netherlands 
sale of the ‘‘Hillyer Ryder” collection in 1954 (Lot 297) to Stack’s 
“Empire” sale of 1957 (Lot 88). Now residing in a California collection 
Strike-wise, a mate to the present specimen, but cleaned at one time 

5. AU-? Stack’s ‘‘R. L. Miles” sale of April 1969 (Lot 27). This may 
be the “Ryder” specimen (No. 4 above), although no mention was 
made in the description of any cleaning. 

6. EF-45 The present specimen, believed by the consignor to have 
been purchased prior to 1945. Although ranked sixth here, in direct 
comparison to the above pieces it would probably rank second or third 

As a final note, Cohen’s listing of the Condition Census includes 
four AU’s and 5 EF’s. 


Classic Head Half Cents 


1828 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 3, Rarity 1. 
A nice representative example of the grade, with much 
original mint red still in evidence. There are a few spots 
on either side, the presence of which indicates that this 
may have come from the ‘‘Collins Hoard,’’ as most from 
that group have an appearance to this piece. One tiny 
rim ding is present at K-11; otherwise the surfaces are 
as expected for the grade. 

Cohen writes that the ‘‘Collins Hoard...was found in Alexandria, 
Virginia by an early Washington, D.C. collector and dealer named Ben 
jamin H. Collins. He is supposed to have purchased over 1,000 speci 
mens from an old Black woman during the 1890's.” 


1834 Extremely Fine (45/45). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Tan 
surfaces with a minimal number of contact marks. The 
reverse has a few areas of discoloration by OF and AME. 
A nice Type Coin. 


1834 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. 
Only the one variety for the year. Lovely original mint 
red color with toned high points. Virgually free of marks 
and spots; the strike is above average for this issue. 
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1835 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. 
The surfaces are fully lustrous and mostly red. The 
obverse has several microscopic spots (and one more 
obvious one to the right of the fourth star); the reverse 
is brilliant and has excellent “cartwheel.’’ A small spot 
is visible above the D of UNITED and a remnant of an 
old fingerprint is visible on the top right reverse. 


Braided Hair Half Cents 


1841 Proof (60/60). An ‘‘Original’’ from the celebrated 
F. R. Alvord collection, sold by S. H. Chapman in 1924. 
This example appeared as Lot 194 in that sale and was 
described as follows: “G. No. 1. Original. Obv. Die 
cracked from third to seventh star. Proof. Now with sur- 
face dull. Light brown color. Three small nicks in rev. 
field. Very rare.” It realized $30.00 even then! 


1855 About Uncirculated (55/55). Possibly nicer, as 
there is some mint luster in evidence about the legends 
and devices. Apparently lacquered long ago (which could 
be removed with acetone, if desired). Worth close to 
the Uncirculated price. 


1856 Proof (60/60). Judd-177, in copper-nickel. The 
only collectible Half Cent pattern (the other being the 
now unique 1854 J-155 Copper-Nickel pattern). It is be- 
lieved that more than fifty pieces were originally struck. 
Most known specimens exhibit a weak strike (as does 
this piece), particularly on the high points and the denti- 
cles. The present example is lightly toned and exhibits 
some underlying Proof surfaces and luster. Liberty’s 
cheek has a tiny scratch and there is a small spot below 


the bow on the reverse.

1820 About Uncirculated (50/50). Newcomb 11, Rarity 
3. An early state of this combination, with the center 
dot and extra lines below T of CENT still visible. The 
color is a lovely chocolate brown, and the surfaces show 
a minimal number of marks. A very nice example of this 
scarcer variety. 


1820 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Newcomb 13. An ab- 
solutely Gem example of this variety, with incredibly 
deep luster and brilliance. The surfaces are virtually 


perfect and are toned to a gorgeous, iridescent blend of 


olives and browns. Vastly superior to most seen of this 
date; nothing like the usually spotted ‘“‘Randall Hoard” 
coins. 


1830 Very Good (7/7). Newcomb 3. A dramatic thirty 
percent off-center towards the K-1 position. Rare and 
desirable as such.

1840 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newcomb 6b. 
‘“‘Large Date.’’ A trifle weakly struck about the periph- 
ery; the obverse and reverse denticles are weak and the 
obverse stars lack their radial lines. The color is a lovely 


uniform chocolate brown and the surfaces are free of 


marks and spots. A superlative example of the variety 
and Type. 


1853 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Lovely original 
color, mostly red with toned high points. The remains 
of an old fingerprint are evident on Miss Liberty’s head; 
this, a few spots, and a tiny mark above the sixth star 
are all that keep this out of the Gem class. Popular as 
a Type coin. 


1853 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Glossy iridescent 
surfaces, mostly red and brown, with hints of purple 
toning. Reasonably well struck, and free of marks.

1906 Superb Proof (67/67). Flawless, dazzling and un- 
believably beautiful.

Another nice ex- 
ample, this with better eye appeal. The obverse and 
reverse are toned an iridescent blue and gold color. The 
reverse has a planchet flaw (as made) between ONE and 
DIME which is not too distracting. Well struck.

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1891 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Fully Prooflike on 
the obverse, and with light steel and gold toning. The 
reverse is satiny, lustrous, and overlaid with a similar 
color.

1891-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A trifle weakly 
struck on Liberty’s head and on small portions of the 
reverse wreath, but otherwise this is a superior example 
of this issue.

luster, but are overlaid with appealing rainbow colors. 
Purchased from William Pukall in February 1935 as “Uncirculated.” 


Barber Dimes 


1892 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A truly beautiful ex- 
ample, with deep iridescent steel toning over virtually 
flawless surfaces. Very desirable as the first year of issue 
for the Type. 


1892 Gem Proof (65/65). Somewhat of a “‘cameo’’ ap- 
pearance, with lightly toned centers surrounded by 
heavier multicolored toning. Deep and fully reflective 
Proof surfaces. An exceptional, mark-free example of 
the first year of the Type. 


Purchased in November 1932 as ‘“‘Proof.”’ 


1892-O Uncirculated (60/63). The obverse is fully lus- 
trous and untoned; the reverse has a similar, but flashier 
appearance. This is an excellent strike for this New 
Orleans Mint issue; all the details are sharp and strong. 
A very popular, coliectible date. 


1892-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Another example; 
this one more toned than the last. The obverse is 
lustrous, and close to Gem quality. This issue is difficult 
to locate in this fine a condition. 


1893-O Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse is over- 
laid with a somewhat mottled iridescent multicolored 
(mostly steel) toning; the reverse is fully lustrous, bril- 
liant and untoned. The surfaces are virtually flawless, 
save for one or two insignificant marks on the reverse.

Another exceptional Proof 
Barber Dime. The color is deep and original; the reverse 
is an appealing combination of light pastels lightly over- 


laid on the devices. Very attractive. 
Purchased from Ed M. Lee in July 1933 as “Proof.” 


1897-S About Uncirculated (50/50). This example has 
the appearance of a Mint State coin, but the lightest 
surface friction on the high points and the dull surfaces 
cause us to lower the grade somewhat. Still, a very 
tough coin to find in this condition, and worth close to 
the current Uncirculated GUIDEBOOK price of $225. 


1898 Uncirculated (60/63). The obverse and reverse 
are colored with a deep mottled steel toning. The sur- 
faces are more satiny and lustrous on the reverse than 
on the obverse, and despite a few obverse contact marks, 
the coin is a very nice representative example of the date. 


1898-O Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Deeply toned on 
both sides (just enough to greatly enhance the overall 
beauty of this coin). Lovely, mark-free surfaces with 
original subdued luster. Much nicer than those usually 
seen of this issue. One of only 666,000 pieces struck.

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1899 Uncirculated (60/60). Fully Mint State. We are 
tempted to grade this higher because of the flashy bril- 
liance of the reverse. The dies are a very late state and 
exhibit extra metal on the obverse, most noticeably on 
Liberty’s cap beneath TA of STATES and on the bust- 
line above the 1 of the date. In addition, the reverse 
wreath exhibits two die breaks on each side near the 
top. A very interesting item for the Barber Dime variety 
collector. 


1899 Gem Proof (65/65). Deep pastel toning over fully 
reflective surfaces. The devices and lettering are lighter 
in color and present a striking ‘‘cameo”’ effect. The center 
of the reverse is toned an inspiring watery blue. 


1902 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). The obverse is fully 
lustrous and brilliant, and overlaid with a light golden 
peripheral toning; the reverse is colored with a steel 
toning. Nicely struck. 


1902-O Choice Uncirculated (63/65). This is a lovely, 
lustrous example of this issue, with light golden toning 
uniformly covering both sides. Extremely well struck 
for a New Orleans Mint issue, with full wreath detail 
on the reverse.

1930-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A brilliant, untoned 
example of this issue, with full split bands. Very scarce 
in this condition.

1796 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). An example of the 
first year of issue of all Quarter Types, and very popular 
as such. This is a particularly beautiful coin, with mot- 
tled iridescent sea-green, violet, and blue toning. The 
surfaces are fully Prooflike and the relief is boldly struck 
up, with the exception of the eagle’s head on the reverse 


(as is typical of this date). One of the great classics of

Liberty Seated Type 


1840-O Uncirculated (60/60). ‘‘No Drapery’’. Splotchy 
grey-brown toning on the obverse; original multicolored 
toning on the reverse. A few scattered scratches are 
present in the left field of the obverse. Previous to the 
recent discovery of a hoard of coins at a New Orleans, 
Louisiana construction site (which this coin obviously 
came from), this issue was extremely rare in Mint State 
condition. 


1840-O Uncirculated (60/60). ‘“‘With Drapery’’. Sub- 
dued luster, with light golden-grown toning. Another 
very difficult coin to locate in Mint State, and surely 
from the above mentioned ‘“‘New Orleans Hoard’’.

1841-O Uncirculated (60/60). Lustrous, with pale 
golden-brown toning; a few splashes of iridescent color 
are evident. Sharply struck for the issue, with relatively 
clean surfaces. Quarters from the 1840's are seldom 
available in Mint State. 
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1849-O Extremely Fine (40/40). The surfaces of this 
scarce issue are an even grey color and are very clean. 
The exact mintage for this year is unknown, as the 
figures for this year were included with the mintage 
figures for 1850. A wonderful coin for the collector who 
is seeking an example of this very elusive issue. Certified 
by ANACS for Grade and Authenticity. 


1853 Uncirculated (60/60). The ‘‘Arrows and Rays”’ 
variety. A typical example of the grade, with a reverse 
which might grade slightly higher. This is a very de- 
sirable piece for collectors of Type coins. 


Purchased from B. Max Mehl in December 1930 as “Uncirculated.” 


1856 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). A very nice example 
of this date, with exceptional coloration on both the ob- 
verse and reverse. A few marks in the obverse field 
prevent us from grading it higher. Much superior to 


those usually seen. 
Purchased from Norman Shultz in March 1932 as Uncirculated.” 


1858 Choice Proof (63/63). Deep steel-blue and golden 
toning cover both sides of this very rare issue. Of in- 
determinate mintage, but decidedly rare. The obverse 
matches Breen’s description for the Proof dies; the re- 
verse description doesn’t seem to conform, as it lacks 
the die file marks at IC. Definitely a Proof, however, 
and possibly a new die combination. 

1858 was the first year Proof Coins were offered for sale to the 
general public. Coins were available individually or in sets, although 
few could afford the reported $46.00 price tag for a complete set!

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1859 Choice Proof (60/63). The toning is a steel-grey 
with blue highlights. Some faint hairlines are visible in 
the obverse field and there is a microscopic nick on 
Liberty’s left hand. As with the 1858, the reverse die 
does not match Breen’s description for the Proofs (the 
left line of the 4th stripe does not enter the azure). Still, 


definitely a Proof and desirable as such. 
Purchased from B. Max Mehl in December 1930 as “Proof.” 
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1860 Choice Proof (63/65). Mottled steel-blue and grey 
toning. The obverse stars are a trifle weakly struck, but 


the reverse is very sharp. 

Breen reports that of the 1,000 originally struck, only 542 were sold 
(with the remainder ending up in the melting pot)!

1861 Choice Proof (63/63). Original color which is 
slightly heavier on the reverse and with a partial wire 
rim on the obverse. Nicely struck, with no noticeable 
impairments.

Purchased by B. Max Mehl in December 1930 as “Proof.” 


1862 Proof (60/63). Beautiful multicolored sea-green 
toning. Some light hairlines on the obverse; virtually 


none on the reverse. One of only 550 minted. 
Purchased from B, Max Mehl in December 1930 as ‘‘Proof.”” 


1863 Choice Proof (63/65). The ‘‘No Motto’’ variety. 
Mottled sea-green and steel colors over fully reflective 
surfaces. A very exceptional example of this low mintage 
date (only 460 pieces struck). Taxay notes “Has been 
much under-rated in all conditions.” This is the third 
die combination listed by Breen in his book on Proof 


coinage (arrows free of shaft). 
Purchased from B. Max Mehl in December 1930 as **Proof.””

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1865 Choice Proof (63/63). The ‘‘No Motto’’ variety 
(as opposed to the rare transitional piece, Judd-425, 
which has the motto). Deep blue and green toning. Light- 
ly hairlined on both sides, more so on the obverse. A 
very attractive Type coin and one of only 500 pieces 
struck as Proofs. 

Purchased from B. Max Mehl in December 1930 as “Proof.” 


1866 Choice Proof (63/65). The first year of the ‘‘With 
Motto’’ Type. Incredible ‘‘cameo” effect, with white 
centers surrounded by original peripheral toning. With 
a total mintage of only 16,800 business strikes, this 
issue is very popular with date collectors. One of only 


725 struck as Proofs. 
Purchased from Lee in September 1933 as ‘‘Proot.” 


1867 Proof (60/63). Mottled blue and gold toning. A 
few marks detract from the obverse surface. An example 
of the B-1 die combination with the second T in TRUST 
recut. Only 625 Proofs and 20,000 business strikes were 
struck of this denomination, making it a very desirable 


date with collectors. 
Purchased from B. Max Mehl in November 1932 as *‘Proof.”’ 
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1868 Choice Proof (63/65). A very attractive example 
of this rare issue. Superb original toning with fully re- 
flective underlying surfaces. The only thing preventing 
us from giving the obverse a higher grade is the presence 
of a few microscopic hairlines. This appears to be the 
B-1 combination of the dies. However, the scross is not 
weak at WE on the reverse, but is weak at IN, as on 
the 1867 reverse dies. One of only 600 pieces struck 
in Proof. 
Purchased from B. Max Mehl in November 1932 as “Proof.” 
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1869 Choice Proof (63/65). Similar in color to the last, 
with more luster and reflective surfaces shining through 
on the reverse. A very attractive example of this rare 
(600 minted) issue. The reverse appears to be a very 
late state of the reverse used to strike the 1867 and 1868 
Proofs. 

Purchased from B. Max Mehl in November 1932 as “Proof.” 


1870 Proof (60/60). Deep blue toning, with lighter high- 
lights. Excellent overall appearance, but with a goodly 
amount of hairlines. 

This is another instance of the use of the reverse of 1867. In this use. 
the reverse has developed some additional rust pits, the most noticeable 
appearing under the eagle’s right wing at the tip of the highest leat 
point. Apparently, the reverse dies (at least for the Quarter Proofs) 
were stored and used in subsequent years.

Taxay mentions what a “hoard of two unc. rolls exists.”’ Judging from 
this coin’s origin, we doubt if it is from that hoard. 

Purchased from Koch in February 1933 as ‘‘Uncirculated.” 


1875 Gem Proof (65/65). The deep watery Proof surfaces 
are overlaid with a heavy lilac and blue toning. The 
toning still allows an inspection of the underlying sur- 
faces, which prove to be virtually free of marks and 
hairlines. Tremendous eye appeal, and certainly among 
the finest known of this issue. One of only 630 Proof 
Quarters struck this year. 


1876 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Original, steel-blue 
toning over lustrous surfaces. An above average example 
despite a planchet flaw (as made) in the denticles and 
field at K-7 on the obverse. 


1876-CC Gem Uncirculated (65/67). Lovely, original 
color and full strike are two of the many positive at- 
tributes of this coin. The strike is vastly superior to 
most examples usually seen of this issue. Coins from 
the Carson City Mint were invariably weakly struck 
and the coins themselves usually saw extensive cir- 
culation. Despite the high reported mintage figure of

1836 About Uncirculated (50/50). Overton 118, Rarity 
2. A perfect example of the grade, with wear on the 
high points and no major circulation defects. Uniformly 
covered with an iridescent multicolored toning. 
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1838 Uncirculated (60/60). The obverse of this piece 
has legitimate claims to a higher grade, and exhibits 
a full strike on the hair and most of the stars. A scratch 
by the ninth star and some microscopic surface marks 
force the more conservative technical grade. The reverse 
is similar in appearance and also has two contact marks, 
one in the field above the eagle’s neck, the other a 
shallow scratch running across the eagle’s right wing. 
The surfaces are overlaid with an attractive steel toning, 
and overall, this piece is a very nice representative ex- 
ample of the Type. 


Liberty Seated Half Dollars 


1839 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The ‘‘No Drapery”’ 
variety, and an extremely attractive example. Fully 
lustrous surfaces with beautiful original toning. Difficult 
to obtain in this grade; Taxay notes, ‘Very rare in full 
unc.’”’ Desirable as a first year of the Liberty Seated 
Half Dollar design and as a one year Type coin (without 
the drapery below Liberty’s left elbow). Despite a few 
contact marks which are consistent with the grade, this 
specimen certainly ranks as one of the finest known. It 
should be pointed out that in the years 1972 to 1978 
only ten Mint State examples appeared at auction. This 
specimen, squirreled away since 1933, is undoubtedly 


finer than the majority of those. 
Purchased from Henderson in November 1933 as “Uncirculated.” 


1840-O About Uncirculated (55)/Uncirculated (60). 
This has the appearance, color and strike of a Mint 
State coin, but the slightest friction is evident on 
Liberty’s knee and breast underneath the toning. The 
reverse is fully original and displays several interesting 
die breaks, the most prominent of which extends from 
the eagle’s left claw through the wing and the I| in 
AMERICA to the rim. Under a million Half Dollars 


were minted at New Orleans during 1840. 
Purchased from Lee in July 1932 as “Uncirculated.” 


1841-O About Uncirculated (50/50). Light wear, nice 


toning and a low mintage of only 410,000 pieces. 
Purchased from Norman Shultz in March 1932 as “Uncirculated.” 


1852 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A superb example of 
this rare issue. Only 77,130 pieces were reported minted 
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for this year. The low mintage, combined with the ex- 
ceptional quality of this coin, creates a very desirable 
rarity. The color is mostly satiny white with an over- 
lying layer of light steel toning. Great eye appeal. 


1854 Uncirculated (60/63). The ‘‘With Arrows”’ variety 
(as are all). Attractive steel toning over relatively clean 
surfaces. 

The “With Arrows, Without Motto and Rays” Type is available in 
only two years, 1854 and 1855. 


1855-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ‘‘With Arrows.”’ 
Both sides of this lovely coin are overlaid with an iri- 
descent golden toning. The strike is much nicer than 
expected for a New Orleans Mint issue; all the hair 
and feather details are in full evidence. The eye appeal 
of this piece is very inviting. Scarce and underrated. 
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1856-O Uncirculated (60/60). Not the recut or doubled 
date variety. Liberty and several of the stars are a trifle 
weakly struck, while the reverse is fully struck. 
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1857-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). A typical ex- 
ample of the grade. New Orleans Mint coinage is usually 
found weakly struck; this example is a pleasant excep- 
tion. Original steel and multicolored toning. 


1860 Choice Proof (63/63). Lovely iridescent blue 
peripheral toning surrounds the bright golden fields on 
the obverse. The reverse is similar in appearance, but 
is slightly more brilliant and more lightly toned. A few 
hairlines keep this out of the Gem class, but the overall 
eye appeal is excellent. A very flashy example of the 
**Low Date’’ variety and one of only 525 Proofs sold 
by the Mint in 1860. 


While examining the reverse of this coin, we discovered a few tiny 
marks in the field directly beneath the eagle’s beak, which appear to 
be denticles from another coin. They do not represent damage or a 
clashing of the dies and are only very faintly visible. Can anyone ex- 
plain these marks?

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1860-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Deeply toned to 
a dark blue color, and a typical strike for a New Orleans 
Mint issue. The mintmark is high on the reverse and 
touches the end of the olive stem.

Originally bought as a Proof! 
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1866 Uncirculated (60/63). First year of the ‘‘With 
Motto’’ Type. This example is fully Mint State but is 
a trifle weakly struck on the high points, and a few 
faint hairlines are present in the obverse fields. The 
color is original and attractive. Less than a million were 
minted and this issue is difficult to locate in this high 
condition. 


1866 Choice Proof (63/63). A lovely example of this low 
mintage (725 pieces) Proof issue. Both sides are over- 
laid with an attractive iridescent gold and steel toning. 
Kept from the Gem class by the presence of some mic- 
roscopic hairlines. Very well struck, with full detail 
evident in the stars, devices, and legends. 


1868 Proof (60/63). Possibly cleaned on the obverse, 
but now retoned to a lovely deep iridescent blue. The 
reverse was spared the same treatment and remains 
virtually ‘“‘as made.” This is the second Proof die com- 
bination listed by Breen and is also ‘unlisted in 
Beistle.’’ One of only 600 pieces struck as Proofs. 


1869 Choice Proof (63/65). Very well struck, with full 
wire rims about both the obverse and reverse. The center 
of the obverse is a milky white which is surrounded by 
deep blue peripheral toning. The reverse is toned a 


uniform deep blue. 

This die combination is unlisted in Breen and appears to be the use 
of an unknown obverse die (left base of 1 is over space between denticles 
and most stars are doubled) and a known reverse die (rust pit on tail 
of R). With the limited issue of only 600 Proof Half Dollars for this

year, it is unlikely that four die pairs were used to strike them; known 
Proofs should be examined against reported die combinations and 
verified. 


1870 Proof (60/60). An average example of the year, 
with a few minor impairments, but exhibiting uniform 
multicolored toning on both sides. This coin appears 
to be from the second Proof die combination listed by 
Breen. 


1872 Choice Proof (63/65). A very flashy example of 
this low mintage Proof, with only a few faint hairlines 
in the obverse field prevent us from grading it higher. 
The toning is a lovely combination of gold and blue 


colors. The reverse is of virtual Gem quality. 

This example appears to have been struck from the second Proof die 
combination listed by Breen, although it may be an early state of the 
reverse die, as there are no rust pits in evidence. 


1872-S About Uncirculated (55/55). A lovely, slightly 
worn example of this issue. Only 580,000 Half Dollars 
were minted in San Francisco that year and most (like 
the present piece) ended up in the channels of daily 
commerce. Attractive and affordable. 


1873 Choice Proof (63/65). ‘‘No Arrows’’. ‘‘Closed 3,”’ 
(as are all). Separated from Gem status by only a few 
minor obverse field hairlines. The reverse is virtually 
flawless. The toning is superb, with shades of violet, 
golden-orange, and sea-green colors. 


1875 About Uncirculated (55/55). Very close to Mint 
State; the only thing keeping it from that grade is the 
slightest friction underneath the even toning. The re- 
verse is less toned and a creamy white and is even more 
indicative of the Uncirculated grade. Again, attractive 
and affordable. 


1879 Proof (55/60). The obverse is well struck with full 
Proof surfaces, but with a goodly amount of field hair- 
lines. There are a few areas where the metal appears 
to have been etched (probably where a rubber band laid 
across it at one time). The reverse is an average repre- 
sentation of the grade, with a few field marks and hair- 
lines. 

This has the Type II reverse, from which deceptive first strikes were 
also made. Regardless of whether this is a Proof or a business strike, the 
coin is very rare (a combined total of only 5,900 coins were struck). 


1880 Proof (60/60). Deep steel blue toning over full 
Proof surfaces. This is the second Proof die combination 
listed by Breen (centered date, Type II reverse) and a 
nice example of this low mintage issue. Total combined 
mintage for the year is 9755 pieces. 


1881 Proof (60/63). White devices and fields surrounded 
by light peripheral toning. The fields are fully Prooflike, 
and besides a few faint hairlines, the only impairment 
is a scratch in the right obverse field. Struck from the 
first Proof die combination listed by Breen (Type I re- 
verse). One of only 975 Proof Half Dollars this year. 
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1882 Choice Proof (63/63). Full watery Proof surfaces 
overlaid with a light layer of iridescent blue toning. Kept 
from the Gem class by the presence of a few light hair- 
lines. From the Beistle 2-A Proof die combination 
(which Breen states as being “rarer” than any other of 
the year). One of only 1100 Proofs struck. 


1883 Choice Proof (63/65). From the second Proof die 
combination listed by Breen. The obverse is marred by 
a few hairlines, but otherwise the color and strike are 
excellent. The reverse is free of marks and superior to 
most seen. One of only 1039 Proof Half Dollars struck 
this year. 


1885 Choice Uncirculated (63+/65). An exceptional 
example of this very scarce business strike. The 1885 
Half Dollar (along with most of the other dates in the 
1880’s) is much rarer as a business strike than as a 
Proof. The obverse has satiny white fields surrounded 
by lovely blue peripheral toning. The reverse is Gem; 
the sole distraction is a tiny contact mark above the 
eagle’s right wing (mentioned for accuracy). The op- 
portunity to bid on a business strike 1885 may be rarer 
than the coin itself. 


1886 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). An example of the 
very rare (only 5,000 struck) business strike specimens 
of this year. Fully brilliant, with lightly cloudy surfaces 
and virtually flawless fields. This exhibits a “cameo” 
effect to some degree, with frosty devices offset by 
more brilliant fields. Much rarer in this condition than 
as a Proof. 


1886 Choice Proof (63/63). Some obverse and reverse 
hairlines keep this out of the Gem class. However, the 
color and strike is above average. Very popular because 
of the low overall mintage for the year (a mere 5886 
pieces).

hairline scratches on Liberty’s cheek. Otherwise, the 
surfaces and devices are free of marks and both sides 
are covered with a moderately heavy multihued toning. 
Attractive and desirable in this condition. 


1892 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). A second example 
of this issue. This one is more brilliant than the last 
and has lovely golden toning surrounding the lettering 
and devices. Excellent cartwheel effect. 


1892 Choice Proof (63/65). Lovely original toning on 
both sides. The reverse is particularly attractive in that 
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the two-tone colors create a pinwheel appearance. A 
few obverse hairlines prevent us from calling this a 
Gem.

The 
surfaces exhibit contact marks consistent with the grade, 
and the overall appearance is lovely.

1895 Choice Proof (63/65). A virtual Gem, with full 
original color and flashy brilliance.

A lovely “cameo” appear- 
ance with only a few faint hairlines visible on Liberty’s 
cheek. The multicolored toning is relegated mainly to 
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the fields and periphery, leaving the devices brilliant 
and frosty white. One of only 762 Proof Half Dollars 
struck this year. 


1899 Choice Proof (63/65). A nice Proof example of 


this date, with uniform steel and blue toning over bril- 
liant surfaces. The obverse is lightly hairlined, while 
the reverse is virtually perfect. Partial wire rim on the 
obverse. 


1901 Choice Proof (63/63). This example has toned to 
a dull steel grey and exhibits myriad hairlines on the 
obverse. Scarce nonetheless. 


1904 Uncirculated (60/60). A lovely representative ex- 
ample of the grade and Type, with lustrous surfaces 
overlaid with a light steel toning.

A gorgeous example of this 
fabulous rarity. From Paramount’s 1978 Grand Central 
Sale (Lot 398) where it was described as follows: 
1846, Superb Gem Proof 65++. One of the most mag- 
nificently toned Seated Liberty Dollars we have ever 
seen. The obverse is somewhat lighter than the reverse 
and is a spectacular blend of iridescent gold, green, gray, 
and lilac. The deeply toned reverse is equally beautiful 
with violet and electric blue predominating and a trace 
of green and gold iridescence around the border.

The coin realized $8140. in that sale. Today the market is con- 
siderably stronger, and the bidding should reflect that fact.

Prooflike, with “‘cameo” devices. Nearly a Gem, with

The 1878 “8 Tail Feather’ was the first struck of all the Morgan 
Dollars. Afterwards, it was discovered that all previous coins had 
been designed with an odd number of tail feathers. The number of 
feathers was corrected on some of the original dies, thereby creating 
the ‘7/8 Tail Feathers” variety. 


1878 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). ‘‘8 Tail Feathers.’’ 
Original brilliance, with a fully Gem reverse. 


1878 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). ‘‘7/8 Tail Feath- 
ers.’’ Rich iridescent russet toning, with full underlying 
brilliance. A few too many obverse hairlines prevent 
us from calling this a Gem. 


1878 Choice Proof (63/63). ‘‘7 Tail Feathers.’’ Flat 
Breast. This coin exhibits vivid multicolored toning. 
There are relatively few hairlines; the surfaces are a 
bit dull. A very rare coin with an estimated mintage of 
only 450-475 pieces. Wayne Miller states, “The 1878 Flat 
Breast Proof Morgan Dollar was minted in very small 
quantities, and consequently is quite scarce.” 


1878-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Blazing white sur- 
faces, with only minute obverse bagmarks; the reverse 
is nearly perfect. The obverse is semi-Prooflike and the 
the reverse is fully frosty. 


1879 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). This is a one sided 
Prooflike. The obverse has full ‘‘cameo’’ devices and 
mirrored fields; the reverse exhibits deep satiny luster.

Brilliant white, 
fully struck, and truly Superb. The surfaces are satiny 
and exhibit full, original cartwheel. Very free of bag- 
marks; rare as such. 


1881-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse is 
superbly toned in rich golden iridescent hues. The re- 
verse is brilliant with the exception of crescent shaped 
peripheral toning on the left side.

Mottled brown and iri- 
descent blue toning. The color on the reverse is somewhat 
more subdued than that on the obverse. The surfaces 
are virtually perfect and free of hairlines. Gem examples 
such as this are becoming nearly impossible to locate 
in today’s market. Only 1,100 Proofs were struck in this 
year; this must certainly rank as one of the finest. 
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1882-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Brilliant and nearly 
mark-free. The 1882-S is easily the scarcest of the ‘‘S”’ 
Mint Dollars issued between 1879-1882, although they 
have been mistakenly considered of equal rarity in the 
past. 


1882-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). An exceptional ex- 
ample of this issue, with satiny lustrous surfaces and 
a bare minimum of contact marks.

1895 Superb Gem Proof (67+/67+). One of the most 
fantastic coins of any date or series we have ever had 
the opportunity of handling, bar none. The toning is 
an incredible mix of violet, sea-green, red-brown, and 
iridescent blue. It is hard to imagine that a finer speci- 
men of this date could possibly exist. This coin originally 
surfaced at the January 1978 Florida United Numis- 
matists Convention, where it traded for the then fan- 
tastic sum of $12,000. It has since resided in an im- 


portant southern collection. 

The 1895 Morgan Dollar is the undisputed “King” of the series, with 
only 880 Proofs struck. According to Mint reports, twelve thousand 
business strikes were also minted. To date, none of these have appeared, 
although several 1895's are known in circulated condition. These have 
all been determined to have been struck from known Proof dies and 
are believed to be circulated Proofs.

1895-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). This incredible 
Dollar is a deep mirror Prooflike, with sharply contrast- 
ing ““cameo”’ devices. The surfaces are totally original 
and are overlaid with a pale golden-brown toning. The 
planchet is lightly striated over the ear (as made). This 
coin is a previously unknown specimen from a small 
Texas collection. It is a virtual twin to the Amon Carter 
specimen (recently sold by Stack’s for $16,500.00). 
Wayne Miller mentions the existence of three Prooflike 
Gems in his book; we doubt if he knew of this piece. This 
is a truly awesome coin, and surely one of the finest 
known.

Most S-Mint 
Peace Dollars are incredibly rare in Choice condition, 
in fact, issues such as the 1922-S, 1923-S, and 1924-S 
generally look VF even when fresh from the dies!

Although 
this piece exhibits only the first three digits of the date, 
the consignor states that it was found in an original roll 
of 1971 Dollars. 


This piece was featured with a photograph in the July 20, 1983 issue 
of COIN WORLD ’s Collector’s Clearinghouse, where the process which 
led to its creation was described: ‘‘This type of striking error occurs 
when the blank the coin is struck on is fed partially between the dies. 
The feed fingers that deposit the blank in the proper place may not 
have been working properly. There may have been a pile-up of blanks 
or scrap metal that prevented the feed fingers from controlling where 
the blank should be released. 

While off-center strikes are common on the lower denominations, 
they are considered rare on the half dollar and dollar coins. The per- 
centage of the blank still showing determines how far off the strike is. 
Your Ike Dollar appears to be 30 percent off-center.”

An untoned 
Gem which is only a few scattered contact marks from 
perfection. A very original coin which has never been 
cleaned. 


1937 Antietam. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse 
exhibits virtually perfect frosty surfaces; the reverse is 
slightly Prooflike with a whisper of golden toning. Re- 
markably well-struck in the centers (an unusual oc- 
curence for this issue). 


1936 Bridgeport. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The ton- 


ing is beautiful, with mottled gold and sea-green hues. 
Accompanied by the original blue and gold cardboard box of issue. 
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1925-S California Jubliee. Choice Uncirculated (63/ 
63). A nice representative example of the issue, with 
strong claims to a higher grade. The surfaces are lus- 
trous and relatively free of marks. 


1936-D Cincinnati. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). At- 
tractive iridescent, violet-gold toning. The surfaces are 
very clean, with the exception of one mark on Stephen 
Foster’s collar. One of the scarcer commemorative issues 
(only 5005 pieces were struck). 


1892 Columbian Exposition. Superb Uncirculated 
(67/67). A fantastic coin, with rich golden-violet centers, 
highlighted by striking iridescent peripheral toning. Al- 
though this is a common issue in Mint State, it is seldom 
that a coin of this quality can be found. 
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A partial roll of eighteen 1892 Columbian Half Dollars. 
Each piece is toned to some degree (some pieces exhibit 
lovely rainbow toning) and several pieces exhibit Proof- 
like surfaces.

1946 Iowa. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse of 


this example exhibits a deep, splotchy (but attractive) 
multicolored original toning, probably from having been 
exposed to a sulfur source (such as paper or the atmos- 
phere). The reverse was apparently protected and shows 
minimal golden toning at the periphery. The strike is 
excellent and the Old Stone Capitol has ‘“‘full steps.”’ 


1936 Long Island. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Sharply 
struck, with original golden toning. 


1936 Long Island. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Beautiful 
multicolored toning, with shades of gold, violet, and sea- 
green colors evident.

Obviously, their price in MS-65 has 
dropped some from those levels, but every once in a 
while a nice specimen will trade for multiples of “‘Bid.” 
This excellent piece is worthy of such consideration.” 


1936 Norfolk. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Creamy 
white surfaces with few marks. Designed by the hus- 
band and wife team of Williams Marks Simpson and 
Marjory Emory Simpson. 


1925 Norse Thick. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Original, 
untoned surfaces. Quite nice for the issue. 


1925 Norse Thin. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The rarest 
of the two Types. This one is heavily toned a steel-blue 
color. 


1937 Roanoke. Choice Uncirculated (65/63). Only 
29,000 examples of this issue were sold. This survivor 
exhibits original toning with a hint of light steel color. 


1936 Robinson/Arkansas. Choice Uncirculated (63/ 
63). A nice example of this issue, with original brilliance 
and light golden toning. A few light hairlines keep this 
specimen out of the Gem class, but the cheek is free 
of the little nicks and digs which are common to this 
issue. 


1935-S San Diego. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Most- 
ly brilliant and lustrous; the obverse is overlaid with 
a light golden toning. According to Breen/Swiatek, only 
70,000 pieces survive out of the original mintage. 


1935-S San Diego, Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Vir- 
tually identical to the preceding lot. A beautiful design, 
and very popular as such. 


1925 Stone Mountain. Extremely Fine (40/40). Coun- 
terstamped on the reverse with ‘‘VA.”’’ in the field to 
the left of the eagle, and ‘‘U.D.C. 1167’’ above the LAR 
of DOLLAR. Mounted in a hand-made bezel which ap- 


pears to be made of gold. 

This is an interesting piece which has an equally interesting story. 
These pieces are mentioned in the Breen/Swiatek book on commemora- 
tives. However, the present example doesn’t fit into any of the cate- 
gories they discuss. For example, they state that the only series to 
have the letters U.D.C. (for the United Daughters of the Confederacy), 
is that from Tennessee. This may be the first known of the Type from 
another state (Virginia). We'll let the bidders decide how rare this 
piece actually is! 


1925 Fort Vancouver. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
Brilliant and lustrous, with a light layer of milky toning. 
One of less than 15,000 pieces struck. This issue was 
struck in San Francisco and Breen/Swiatek note that 
this is the only US coin ‘‘whose entire issue came from 
a branch mint without a mint mark.”’

1927 Vermont. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Nicely 
struck with few, if any contact marks. The surfaces are 
original and undipped. 


1927 Vermont. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A lovely, 
lightly toned example of this popular issue. Allen’s 
cheek is virtually free of the friction and marks which 
usually plague this issue. 


1936 Wisconsin Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Brilliant, 
white and untoned. Only 25,015 pieces were struck.

1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson Dollar. Choice 
Uncirculated (63/63). The surfaces are lustrous and 
original. The reverse is well struck and has a lovely 
satiny appearance. One of only 17,500 pieces struck. 


1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley Dollar. About 
Uncirculated (55/55). Fully lustrous, but heavily hair- 
lined on the obverse from an old cleaning. The reverse 
is nicer, and resembles the appearance of a Mint State 


coin. An attractive, affordable example of this issue. 
President McKinley got his likeness on the coin by sanctioning the 
Exposition. Proof that it’s not what you know... 


1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley Dollar. Choice 
Uncirculated (63/63). Sharply struck, with full denti- 
cles on either side. The surfaces exhibit light hairlines; 
otherwise this coin is very attractive. 


1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley Dollar. Gem Un- 
circulated (65/65). Lovely satiny surfaces overlaid with 
a light coppery toning. The obverse is a bit weakly 
struck at the top; so is the corresponding part of the 
reverse. 


1922 Grant Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63/65). A 
virtual Gem, save for an obvious scratch in the right 
obverse field. There are no other defects whatsoever, 
and the surfaces are overlaid with a whisper of cloudy 
toning. Very rare and desirable. 


1916 McKinley Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63/65). 
A lovely example of this issue which has been tragically 
scarred by a staple scratch across McKinley’s head. 


Fully lustrous, with original uncleaned surfaces.

1916 McKinley Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63/65). 
A second example of this issue, similar in appearance 
to the last (as far as luster and brilliance goes). The ob- 
verse exhibits a few very faint hairlines; the reverse is 
virtually perfect. One of only 9977 pieces issued. 


1915-S Panama-Pacific Dollar. Choice Uncirculated 
(63/63). Fully lustrous and original; brilliant and un- 
toned. One of the more popular issues.

1849 About Uncirculated (55/55). Open Wreath, 
Small Head, L on neck. Fully lustrous and nearly 
Mint State. 


1850-D About Uncirculated (50/50). This lovely ex- 
ample exhibits much mint luster. In fact, the surfaces 
are Prooflike, which is very unusual for any Dahlonega 
issue. The lower left stars and the A of DOLLAR are 
a trifle weakly struck (as expected for this issue). The 
reported mintage for this piece is a mere 8,382 pieces. 
Akers notes that, with an average grade of VF-31, “the 
1850-D has the third lowest grade of any gold dollar.” 
Certainly, this is one of the finest 1850-D dollars avail- 
able at present. 


1852 Superb Uncirculated (67/67). Although this is a 
common date, any Type One Gold Dollar in this con- 
dition is extremely rare. Bright, yellow gold, with full 
cartwheel mint luster. The surfaces are nearly flawless, 
with some traces of Prooflike brilliance. The strike is 
sharp and crisp, full in every respect. 

While no true Proofs are known of this year, the overall appearance 
of this coin is not unlike that of other so-called “specimen issues”’. 
Indeed, this is one of the condition highlights of this sale! 
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1853-C Extremely Fine (40/40). A nice specimen from 
the Charlotte, North Carolina Mint. Well struck (com- 
pare with the plate in Akers’ book) with strong lettering 
and devices. Some underlying mint luster is still in evi- 
dence. One of only 11,515 pieces struck. No marks other 
than those expected for the grade. 


1853-D Extremely Fine (40/40). With a mintage of 
only 6,583 pieces, the 1853-D is one of the rarest Type 
One Gold Dollars. Akers notes that the average grade 
for this issue is EF-41. The example offered here is well 
struck, with all the hair detail present and all the 
lettering on the reverse full and strong. The surfaces 
are overlaid with a golden brown toning; a barely visible 
planchet flaw (as made) runs from Liberty’s cheek 
through the coronet to the rim at K-1. A very desirable 
example of ‘“‘Southern Gold.”’ 


1854 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ‘‘Type One.’’ Deli- 
cate coppery-gold toning, and very sharply struck. A 
very attractive example of the Type, and nearly a Gem. 
The reverse appears to be struck from lightly clashed 
dies. 


1857-C About Uncirculated (50/50). Nicely struck, 
and with a minimum of the planchet defects which 
plague most specimens of this year. Grading this issue 


can be very difficult; one must consider the quality of 


the surfaces and the mint luster rather than looking for 
wear on the high points. A very scarce coin, and seldom 
offered this close to Mint State. 


1860-S Extremely Fine (40/40). A scarce coin, with a 
mintage of only 13,000. 


The Extremely Rare 1861-D Gold Dollar 


1861-D About Uncirculated (55/55). The ‘‘King’’ of 


the collectible Gold Dollars. A pleasing specimen, with 
nearly perfect surfaces, and original yellow-gold toning. 
The strike is good, and is far above average for the issue, 
the most notable weakness is found on the U of UNITED 
(as is the case on nearly every example of this rarity). 

Because the issue was struck by the Confederacy, the exact mintage 
is unknown, but it is believed to be about 1200-1500 pieces. This coin 
is certainly superior to the approximately 30-40 coins which are thought 
to exist today. 


1866 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Sharply struck, with 
beautiful green-gold toning. The surfaces are satiny, 
with full, cartwheel mint luster. The coin is very lightly 
striated, and is struck from clashed dies. A scarce coin, 
and far rarer than many of the later dates of this Type. 


1873 Uncirculated (60/63). ‘‘Closed 3.’’ Prooflike, and 
with a light yellow-gold color. There are some light 
hairlines and a few minor contact marks (none are too 
serious). A couple of minor rim nicks are evident on the 
obverse at K-9 and K-11. At first glance, one could 


easily mistake the Closed 3 in the date for an 8. 

With a mintage of only 1825 pieces the 1873 Closed 3 ranks as one of 
the lowest mintage Gold Dollars, roughly equal in numbers to the 
highly coveted 1855-D. 

Accompanied by ANACS Certified F-1371-B (dated 7/22/83) where 
authenticated and graded MS-(60/63). 


1876 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Prooflike surfaces, with 
full, golden, original mint bloom. A true rarity in top 
condition. 

Akers states: ““The 1876 is the second rarest date after 1875. When 
available, it is generally offered in Unc. or Proof, although truly choice 
Unc. pieces are very difficult to obtain.’ Virtually identical to the 
Eliasberg specimen. 

Easily determined to be a business strike, since Proofs of this year 
can be identified by the fact that the date slants down slightly to the 
right. On business strikes, the date is either level or slanting up slightly 
to the right (as it does on this coin).

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1887 Choice Proof (63/63). Original yellow gold toning, 
with full frosted devices. This piece easily matches 
Breen’s criteria for Proofs: ‘““‘Top of wreath closed, 7 
wholly below A.”’ Although this coin is not a Gem, any 
example of Proof Gold must be considered desirable in 
today’s market. 


1888 Gem Proof (65/65). Breen-3, with ERT of LIBER- 
TY weak. Full ‘‘cameo” devices with deep, reflective 
surfaces. 

Although 1,079 of this issue were struck, many have been lost or 
destroyed over the years. David Akers found only 31 listings (including 
duplicates) for Proofs of this year. 


1889 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Sharply struck, with 
original golden toning. Nearly of Gem quality, except 
for two faint hairlines on Liberty’s cheek. A very popu- 
lar ‘‘last year of issue’ Type coin.

This speci- 
men is a late state of the dies, somewhat weakly struck 
at the centers, and exhibiting a myriad of die cracks at 
the bottom of the reverse. The surfaces are very clean 
and exhibit no detracting marks, dings or nicks. A fair 
amount of underlying mint luster is present and the 
overall appearance is excellent.

This is one of several instances where a coin was struck later than 
the date shown on the coin, which is, in itself, a violation of the coinage 
laws which stated that coins had to be dated with the year in which 
they were struck. Obviously and understandably, the early Mint, with 
all its technological problems, could not comply in full to these laws, 
and the result is coins such as the 1795 Heraldic Reverse Halt Eagle 
Based on emission sequences and die chains, it has been determined 
that these varieties were struck in 1798 in an ‘“‘emergency” situation 
presumably caused by the closing of the Mint for the yellow fever epi 
demic of late 1797. 


1800 Extremely Fine (45/45). Breen 1-B, Rarity 4. 
Partially Prooflike, with pale golden-green toning. Very 
sharply struck, and free of any distracting adjustment 
marks, or planchet defects. An ideal coin for an ad- 
vanced Type set of United States Gold coins. 


1807 Extremely Fine (40/40). Breen 1-A, Rarity 3. 
Deep golden-yellow toning, with mint luster evident 
about the devices.

Better by 
far than the Eliasberg specimen at $5,250. This should 
easily elicit a five figure bid”.
